CHARTER GRANTED 
POWER MERGER 


Next Step in Big Consolidation 
Is To Secure Approval of 
Bond Issue. 


Following the announcement made 
several weeks ago the Georgia Railway 
and Power Company has secured a 
charter from the secretary of state. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
Company is a $27,000,000 corporation 
and represents a consolidation of the 
Georgia Power Company and the Geor- 
Zia Railway and Electric Company. 

The issuance of the charter marks 
the first step in the merger of the 
Georgia Power Company and the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company, 
which proposes to merge the Atlanta 
street railway, power and lighting in- 
terests with proposed interurban elec- 
tric railroads and power companies. 

The next important step in the com- 
-Lination of these two powerful or- 
ganizations will have to do with the 
bond issue which is planned by the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company 
and which will be announced at an 
early date. 

The amount of the bond issue, which 
the railroad gommission will be asked 
to approve, is a matter of speculation. 
The Georgia Power Company, one of 
the concerns merged by the new char- 
ter, recently issued $10,000,000 in bonds 
and a similar amount in stock, the 
@ame to be used presumably in the 
development of the water powers of 
north Georgia, including the Tallulah 
and Etowah and the Chattahoochee 
rivers. The proposed improvements of 
the merged companies are said to re- 
quire the issue of stocks and bonds. 

The charter of the new company is 
granted to the following incorporators: 

Charlie Magee, John M. McWhinney, 
George A. Kingston and Robert Mathi- 
son, all of Toronto, Canada; Jack J. 
Spalding, Forrest Adair, Alex C. King, 
BE. Marvin Underwood, Hughes Spald- 
ing, and George W. Adair, all of At- 
lanta. 

The company has a capital stock of 
$27,000,000, of which $15,000,000 is com- 
mon stock; $2,000,000 will be 6 per cent 
cumulative first preferred, and $190,000,- 
000, 4 per cent non-cumulative second 
preferred.
